SAN FRANCISCO IMPROVEMENTS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESs—P.M.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.~Former 
Mayor James Phelan, as president of 
the Association for the Improvement

THE CALCHAS'’S MAILS. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 14, 6 p. 
m.—The American embassy has not 
yet transmitted to the Foreign Office 
representations regarding the Ameri- 
can mails of the British steamer Cal- 
chas, captured by the Vladivostok 
squadron in July last. In this con- 
nection, a Russian correspondent at 
Viadivostok sends a dispatch to the 
Moscow. Slovo, which evidently was 
inspired by the naval authorities there 
giving the justification of the author- 
ities ‘for the .seizure of the mails. The 
dispatch calls attention to the fact 
that the Russian declaratibn on the 
subject of contraband of war prohib-. 
its neutrals from carrying dispatches 
to the enemy. 

The correspondent points out that 
there were 122 bags of mail on board 
the Calchas, that thirty-seven of 
them were destined for Tokio, sixteen 
for Nagasaki, two for Hakodate and 
three for Seoul. The Japanese mail 
was examined and packages were 
found addressed to Japanese govern- 
ment institutions and containing val- 
vable military, fiscal and political in- 
formation.

of the war. With reference to the 
present whereabouts of the mail, the 
correspondent says several bags ad- 
dressed to warships of the American 
Asiatic squadron were not opened and 
were left under seal at the postoffice. 
The whole mall, with the exception 
of the correspondence addressed to 
Japanese government institutions, 
was sent on to Japan by the German 
steamer Arabia. 

OPENED CRUISER’S MAIL. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESs—P.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14-—-It. devel- 
oped today that a pouch containing 
mail for the United States cruiser Cin- 
cinnati, then at Nagasaki, Japan, 
which was aboard the British steamer 
Calchas when that vessel was seized 
by the Russian Viadivostok squadron, 
was opened while in the possession of 
the Russian officials, subsequently re- 
sealed and sent on to its destination. 

This information came to the post- 
Office Department today in a commu- 
nication from the Japanese postal ad- 
ministration; in conformity with a 
practice always followed when there 
has been any mishap in the delivery of 
mail pouches. The matter will be re- 
ferred to the State Department for 
action as was done with the case of the 
ordinary United States mail on the 
vessel at the time she was seized. 
This latest phase of the seizure has 
caused surprise in official circles, and 
if the action of opening the pouch ad- 
dressed to the Cincinnati was wit- 
tingly done, the probability is that a 
second protest will be lodged with the 
Russian government.

STILL MARRY. 


Amendment to Episcopal Di- 
vorce Canon Rejected. 


Final Vote at Boston. 
Pacific Coast and Southern 
States Against Change. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-P.M.) 


BOSTON, Oct. 14.~—The House of Dep- 
uties of the Episcopal General Confer- 
ence, at the close of a four days’ de- 
bate, today rejected an amendment to 
the divorce canon, which amendment 
sought to prevent the remarrying of 
divorced persons by clergymen of the 
denomination. While the House of 
Bishops may yet act on the matter, it 
is certain that no change will be made 
by the present convention. es 

The present law of the church, which 
has been in operation since 1859, allows 
the remarriage of the innocent party to 
a divorce granted for infidelity. At sev- 
eral conventions attempts have been 
made to repeal this law. When a vote 
was taken today by the House of Depu- 
ties, sitting as a committee of the 
whole, on the question of reporting the 
proposed amendment to the house itself 
the reformers were successful by a vote 
of 241 to 194, and this vote was regarded 
as representing the actual strength of 
the contending forces. The final vote, 
however, was taken by dioceses and 
orders, and where a diocese was evenly 
divided in sentiment its strength was 
counted in the negative. 

The vote by dioceses was: 


Clerical, 
tor the amendment, 30: nst, 21; 


divided, 10. Lay vote, for, 25; against, 
24; divided, 6. 

MIDDLE WEST FOR REFORM. 

. Practically the entire strength of the 
Middle Western States, the stronghold 
of the “high church” party, declared 
for the proposed reform, but the Pacific 
States and a number of the Southern 
States voted against a change of the 
present canon. The diocese of New 
York opposed the amendment, while 
that of Pennsylvania favored it. New 
England, Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Western Massachusetts voted for a 
change, as did the lay delegates. from 
Rhode Island. The clerical deputies 
from Maine favored the amendment, 
but the votes of Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetis were cast in the negative. 

The issue was not a rty one, al- 
though the whole 2 of the “high 
church” forces was given to the reform 
movement. The president of the House 
of Deputies, Rev. Dr. W. H. McKim of 
Washington, voted for the old canon, 
although the clerical vote of tis dio- 
cese supported the proposed change.

ARCHAEOLOGICAL TREASURES. 

In other parts of this cafion, and vis- 
ible from the cars, are several large 
blocks of Indian hieroglyphics, hitherto 
unnoticed by archaeologists. They seem 
to picture a migration of tribes. Re- 
cent students of the carvings associate 
them with a long series of hieroglyph- 
ics which is found first in Upper Ne- 
vada and Idaho and continues into the 
region of the Cliff Dwellers in Arizona 
and New Mexico. 

In this same connection the 22 
learned of the discovery of remains of 
a mammoth in the limestone beds north 
of the Rainbow Cafion and not far 
from the old silver camp of Pioche.

LOST IN A CAVE.

Jacob Weyand, Now Wintering at 
Senta Monica, Cast His Vote in 
Favor of G. O.. at 
Pa. — One of Youngest 
Participants. 


Passing the winter at Santa Monica 
is Jacob Weyand of Beaver, Pa., who 
was present as a delegate tc the con- 
vention that gave birth to the Repub- 
lican party as a factor in national poli- 
tics. This convention of half a cen- 
tury ago, whose work has had such 
grand results in the upbuilding of a 
nation, was composed of about 350 per- 
sons from the anti-slave States. Mr. 
Weyand, then 28 years of age, was one 
of its number—probably the youngest— 
and took an active part in the business 
of the session, raising his voice in sup- 
port of the call for the first national 
Republican nominating convention and 
casting his vote in favor of the organ- 
ization of a great Republican party. 

This convention was held at Pitts- 
burgh on February 22, 1856. Prior to this 
a few of the northern States had held 
Republican conventions, the first hav- 
ing been at Jackson, Mich., on July 6,

years ago Hon. Mark A. Hanna, 
then chairman of the National Repub- 
lican Committee, made a thorough can- 
vases of every State in the Union in the 
effort to secure the attendance at the 
national convention of every survivor 
of the memorable Pittsburgh conven- 
tion.

Then there are others that won 
easily in soft spots at juicy prices, 
and some others that are maidens with 
swell chances to die highly-respected 
spinsters.

A STEEL CASTLE.

VENEZUELA'S RULER SECURE 
FROM EARTHQUAKES. 
— — 
Hie Armored Walle Will Afford 
_ Him Protection, Also, in Case His 
Unpaid Soldiers Should Rebel. 
Governs the Republic With Simple 
Twirl of the Thumb. ia 


{Chicago Chronicle: ] Ctpriano Castro, 
President of Venezuela, lives in the 
most extraordinary dwelling ever in- 
habited by the head of a State. It 
stands within a park in the heart of 
the capital city, Caracas, and is built 
entirely of steel. This remarkable gov- 
ernment house, of highly tempered 
metal, is covered on the outside by a 
kind of soft stone, so that the 
thinks it just an ordinary dweiling, 
Save that it seems rather small to 
serve as the residence of the first man 
of the land. Within the steel walls are 
covered with lath and plaster so that 
the visitor sees nothing unusual. Yet 
the walls, floors and ceilings of the 
half-dozen rooms composing that house 
are entirely of steel, and the whole 
is built upon a foundation of hundreds 
of tons of Portland cement. 

President Castro erected this house 
at huge expense, 1 directing 
its construction. hen he moved in 
he christened it Mira Flores, and by 
that name it is known—and laughed at 
—by all South Americans. 

The steel house was not built with 
forethought of fire or flood er wind, 
but of earthquake. For it is earth- 
quake-proof. Ite few rooms resemble 
the compartments in a shfe deposit 
vault, and in this strong box of a 
place the Present spends most of 
his time. Here, indeed, all the official 
business of the chief executive of the 
republic is transacted. And too, 
lives the Sefiora Castro. 

The Castros both come nat iy by 
their fear of earthquakes. the 
little town of Cucuta, a suburb of Cara- 
cas, was some years ago shaken from 
the face of the earth, as a crumb from 
a tablecloth. Sefiora Castro w the 
only member of her family to - 
with her life. And Castro himself, who 
hap to be standing on a hill out- 
side the town, saw his crumble 
like a house of cards upon the heads 
of those within. 

Again, in October two years ago, a 
midnight earthquake threw Castro 
from his bed. Then, in his „ he 
jumped through a window to a paved 
court and broke his leg. The next day 
he conceived the idea of the steel 
house, believing that a house built of 
that metal upon a very deep, solid 
foundation of cement would withstand 
any earthquake no matter how violent. 

Accordingly, he ordered steel beams 
for the frame and steel plates for the 
walls, ceilings and floors from the 
United States Steel Corporation, and 
many months were spent in the con- 
struction of the only steel house, so far 
as known, in the world. As soon aa it 
was finished and furnished, the Castros 
moved in, and it became thus the of- 
ficial Presidential residence of Vene- 
zuela. As Castro owns both the house 
and the park surrounding it, he will 
probably continue to live tn this abode 
of steel after the expiration of his term 
of office a few years hence. 

Castro can say with more truth than 
did a rch of France: “I am the 
State.” For Castro is Venezuela. He 
has seen no part of the world outside 
of his republic, but within his country 
he is a kind of uncrowned, but a 
lute, monarch. He rules, not with 
tongue, pen or sword, but with hie 
thumb. As he moves that potent 
thumb to the left, to the right, so is 
the law. One day last year a man 
named Lopez secured entrance by 
strategy into Castro's steel home and 
fired a pistol point blank in Castro's 
face. By a miracle the bullet went 
astray, flattening itself against the 
metal wall, and in the rebound sitrik- 
ing a member of Castro's ministry who 
happened to be in the steel room, sert- 
ously injuring him. : 

The would-be assassin was made a 
prisoner and wh Castro was asked 
what should be done with the man the 
President jerked his thumb toward the 
door. That meant that Lo was to 
be thrown into the prison, ead the 
most ghastly reputation in all the 
Americas, the Rotunda. Later, when 
the prison was inspected, the keepers 
said that Lopes had escaped. The ver- 
he seople of Caracas, however, 
was that the prisoner had been mur- 
dered and was buried in the jall yard, 
Castro having jerked his thumb down.

A Caracas poet not long ago made 
fame for himself by writing a poem in 
which ha called Castro “Clown of tne 
Steel House.” That poet, one Dr. Pedro 
Migare is at this moment languishing 
in the Rotunda prison, having been 
confined there since last April, when 
his poem firet appeared ,this without 
trial and by the simple mandate of 
Castro's thumb. . 

That which Castro fears most, att- 
er all, is not earthquake. not nature. 
but human kind. He knows, for ex- 
ample: that his own soldiers may turn 
upon him at any moment, and he lives 
in constant fear of an assassin’s 1 
let. Hence( he remams within the steel 
house as much as possible, not only 
beecanse it is proof against earthquake, 
but because it is also bulletproof.

Densities of differ- 
ent varieties are from 3 to 3.2. Other 
specimens are as hard as 7.5, with a 
vitrous luster, and scratch glass; the 
latter, in color, being red gray, or 
brown. The crystals in each variety are 
orthorhombic with acicular or colum- 
nar habit. Unacted upon by acids, m- 
fusible with blowpipe alone: with co- 
‘balt solution a blue color (aluminum.)
